AC ushrooms 


Mushrooms are missing this August— 
another result of a wet summer. Usually 
the mushroom harvest started about this 
time in other summers, but this delicious 
fungus requires a very warm summer, with 
rain following the heat.

“Dido” and “ Cypress” 


A correspondent writes:—I wonder if 
white linen searves and hatbands are still 
worn at funerals in West Cork, and do a 
body of horsemen ride at the tail of the 
procession, and does the procession still 
go at a snail's pace the longest way 
round to the graveyard? In my day in 
West Cork the scarves and hatbands were 
worn by the clergyman, the physician to 
the deceased, and by the men who carried 
the coffin. These scarves and hatbands 
were made of sheer linen as fine as the 
finest handkerchief. As far back as early 
last century the scarf was called a 
“ Dido,” and the hatband, which had a 
fall of linen reaching the shoulder, was 
called a “ weeper.” But why Dido? Was 
it.in any way connected with the famous 
Carthaginian Queen Dido of the broken 
heart? Virgil called her “ Unhappy 
Dido.” In later years these names were 
changed to ‘Ciphers,”’ supposed to be a 
corruption of ‘‘Cypress,’’ as in ancient 
Rome the cypress tree was a sign of 
mourning. Recently, while making in- 
quiries into the origin of the word, I dis- 
covered it had nothing to do with 
‘‘evpress.’”’ The funeral scarf should 
really be called a “ Cyprus Scarf,” as it 
took its name from the island in the 
Mediterranean, where a much-prized linen 
of soft texture was once made, The use 
of the ' cypress’’ or “ Cyprus ” scarf is 
of long standing, and its use must also 
have been customary in England up to the 
end of the eighteenth century. Shakespeare 
has a line in '“- Twelfth Nicht” in Act 
Ilf., Scene 1: “ A Cypress, not a bosom, 
hides my poor heart.'’’ And Milton 
describes the nun in “II Penseroso”’ as 
having “ a sable stole of Cyprus lawn over 
her decent shoulders drawn.”

Sin.—l have lived all my life in Spain, 
and did not leave my country till the 13th 
of last month. For the last five years I have 
been living among the ‘coal miners of the 
Asturias. It is surprising to me. therefore. 
to find Mr. Peadar O'Donnell, to whose Jetter 
on Spain a friend has drawn, my. attention, 
writing with such airy confidence after a 
mere fortnight spent in Barcelona. It is 
evident he did not come as an impartial 
witness; it was to back up the parties of 
the Left and to excise the atrocities com- 
mitted by the Anarchists and Communists. 

The elections held on February 16th were 
not a Íair test of the wishes of the electors. 
There was intimidation practised extensively 
by Anarchists and Socialists. I myself was 
witness of men of this description leaving 
their own town and going to other places to 
threaten good Catholics at the poin\ of the 
pistol and keep them away from the polling 
booth. There was also widespread persona- 
tion, as was well known. Names of the dead 
helped to swell the lists of the Popular Front. 
as well as great numbers of those in prison 
on account of the terrible atrocities they had 
committed in the Asturias. The result was 
that the present Government was put inte 
power by a minérity of the Sprnish people 

Mr. O'Donnell says that nothing has hap- 
pened since to bring destruction on the 
churches except the Fascist rising. He 
attributed thé destruction of the churches to 
this one cause. The fact is that numbers of 
churches were destroyed before the present 
patriotic rising, which is only partly Fascist 
Calvo Sotelo, who was assassinated, read out 
in the Cortes a very large list of churches 
destroved. From February 16th till April the 
lst 155 were burned. Yet the patriotic rising 
did not take place till July 19th. 

Mr. O'Donnell is pleased to attribute the 
passivity of the people in face of the burnings 
ty the part the priest has played in Fascist 
politi s.

LARGEST INCREASES 


As compared with the previous year, Cus- 
toms show an increase of £785,000, and 
Excise an increase of £425,000. Increases are 
also shown in estate duties, property and in- 
come tax, Corporation tax and miscellaneous.

Office are lower. 

In the items of Customs, which showed the 
largest increase, is beer, which brought in 
£225,459. This was £97,924 more than last 
vear.

Plans for the new American yacht 
which is to be built by the New York 
Yacht Club Syndicate to defend the 
America’s Cup against the challenge of 
Mr. T. O. M. Sopwith’s Endeavour II. are 
now revealed.

She communicated with the 
Department of Agriculture in London and 
the Free State. She spoke to the British 
Consul in New York and he said that there 
was no quarantine in Belfast. The Free 
State Consul, whom she also saw, gave her 
a eee and said it would be all right.

—A “-grave warning” to Jewish bakers 
as to the effects of ‘‘ grabbing for trade’”’ 
was uttered by Mr. H. J. Keen in his 
presidential address to the Conference of the 
Amalgamated Unoin of Operative Bakers, 
Confectioners, and Allied Workers in London 
yesterday. | 

He welcomed the Sunday Tradirg Restric- 
tion Bill, which, he said, would abolish the 
fear that had been hanging over their trade 
for the last few years of a seven-day working 
week, and would do something to remove the 
standing grievance in the baking industry 
about the effects of unrestricted Jewish com- 
petition. 

“I would be Jacking in my duty,” he said. 
‘‘if I did nót offer to the Jewish community 
in-the baking industry a verv grave war? ing 
as to the effects of ‘grabbing for trade,’ 
irrespective of our English habits and 
customs. In these days of Fascist agitation, 
leading to vile and cruel attacks upon those 
of the Jewish faith, it behoves all J. wish 
traders to give as little cause for offence as 
possible, and to rally all the friendship of the 
British working-class to beat off their 
enemies......They..must,..therefore,.in trading 
give a square deal to their competitors, and 
realise that if we are prepared to recognise 
their religious observances, they. in turn, 
must do nothing te jeopardise the Sunday 
rest day of the Christian nation.”

The limelight of “news”. alters its 
foeus with surprising speed in" these days. 
Not so long ago the condition of Indian 
affairs was providing the world with 
reading-matter, but for months now— 
thanks to events in Germany, Abyssinia, 
Palestine, Egypt and Spain—scarcely an 
item of “' sensational ”’ interest has come 
from India, One would think that the 
fanatics of that country would have seized 
the. opportunity ‘provided by Signor 
Mussolini’s invasion of Ethiopia, by the 
Arab,versus Jew dissénsions in the Holy 


Land, and by the riots in Egypt, to make 


common cause with these other dusky 
peoples. ‘Jet, to judge by the absence of 
news from India, it looks as if they were 
not.interested. For a long time past there 
has been quiet in India ; and the question 
which must have troubled many people 
is whether this quiet is the first instal- 
ment of a prolonged peace or a portent of 
further, and more deadly, tumu!t in the 
near future. There are some 
Indians who refuse to believe that India 
is either contented of at rest. Is it 
possible, they ask, that the 
nationalists of a year*ago have become 
suddenly tranghil at the very time when 
other parts of Asia, and almost the whol. 
northern half of Africa, have been seeth-

ing with discontent? Surely these dis 
turbances elsewhere provide the Indian 
extremists with their opportunity of 
opportunities—not, perhaps, to break out 
in open revolt, but at least to inflame their 
fellow-countrymen’s passions against the 
white man? They have seen the white 
man extend his power in Abyssinia by 
savage methods; they have watched his 


politics creating havoc among the Arabs of

Palestine. In such circumstances, can 
India’s repose be anything except the 
calm before the storm? We do not profess 
to know the answer, but there is no deny- 
ing the fact that for a long.time past there 
has been no serious commotion in India. 
There may have been small ‘‘ demonstra- 
tions,’’ but there has been nothing on the 
scale of a riot, 

Perhaps, however, the alternative ex- 
planation holds good—that India really is 
peaceful. The new Constitution, which

A legal hattle to decide the responsi- 
bilities of golfers seems in prospect in the 
United States, where a player who has 
had the misfortune to slice his drive into 
his caddy’s eye has been adjudged guilty 
Fair-minded 
golfers will not cavil at the suggestion 


of actionable negligence. 


that rough play is possible in this, as in 
other games, but they must be startled 
and apprehensive at the grounds advanced 
by the judge in giving his decision. His 
finding that the accident occurred because 
the defendant ‘adopted an improper pos- 
ture and an incorrect 'swing ” is one 
which makes the legal position of golfers 
an impossible one. If a faulty stance and 
an incorrect swing constitute an actionable 
offence, then the most careful golfer would 
be well advised to sell his clubs, unless 
he envisages with pleasure a future largely 
bounded by the courtroom and the prison 
cell. The eminent jurist,, Mr. Henry W. 
Taft, who has come to the rescue by ques- 
tioning the judgment, puts the matter 
clearly. What, he asks, is the proper 
posture? What is the nature of the correct 
swing? To these questions there can be 
no answer, but Mr. Taft might have gone 
farther. One thing is clear in the dark 
mystery of golf—that variations from the 
perfect swing are caused less by negligence 
than by excessive care. The beginner, all 
unaware of the pit which gapes before 
him, smiles happily as he sends the ball 
two hundred yards with his first drive. It 
is only when he has been taught how to 
swing a club that he becomes the stern- 
faced and earnest golfer who is a constant 
danger to all living things around him.

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Things to Come 


The British Home Office has begun the 
publication of a series entitled the Air 
Raid Precaution Handbooks. These 
books will be used by teachers in schools 
and instructors of the adult population in 
the training of the people of England for 
the ordeal that all civil populations in 
Europe now fear. Continental cities are 
familiar with drill, in which all houses 
are darkened, all windows sealed, and 
man, woman and child clad in gas-proof 
garb and air masks. Soon all Londoners 
and the citizens of Manchester, Birming- 
ham and Liverpool will enjoy the same 
Possibly Dublin, Belfast and 
Cork will be instructed by the proper 
authorities in like manner. Since so 
little has been done in these islands 
hitherto the Home Office publications come 
with novelty in their pages, and may be 
bought up with something of “he excite- 
ment that attends a serial story: a serial 
story of horrors that excel all fiction, and 
have actuality of interest for all who live. 
It seems that gas, in the military sense of 
the term, is not the simple, though horrid, 
thing that we have imagined. It may be 
solid, liquid or vapour: a cloud of powder 
or of moisture or of gaseous chemical. 
There are mild varieties, which choke you 
if you have no gas-mask on your head. 
These disperse mobs effectively. There are 
more evil kinds, such as Lewisite, which 
will act through any kind of clothing save 
air-tight rubber attire or oilskin; and, 
once reaching the skin, will raise blisters 
and poison them, Let these vapours be 
poured upon a place and they will lie there 
like an aerial pool indefinitely, so that 
refugees within air-tight refuges will be 
isolated until want of air or food destroys 
them. Wearers of the rubber suits, if 
they do not get clear of the poisoned areas 
quickly, will be done to death by the cruel 
merey of their garb. “These are the reali. 
ties of modern war, long present to the 
mind of well-informed statesmen in dehates 
on national defence, and now to be made 
known to the multitude by Government 
propaganda. There exists one safeguard 
against war with gases: the pledge which 
the nations have given never to resort to 
it. That pledge already has been dis- 
regarded once, and that was in a war which 
involved small interests compared with 
those of a European conflict. Who dreams 
that a promise will withhold great Powers 
in the death-grip from resort to any 
weapon in their power? More flimsy than 
armour of porous tweed against Lewisite 
is a paper pledge, That is not cynicism. 
It is fact. The nations would not be 
practising gas defence drill if they truly 
believed that treaties can prevent the use 
of gas..

Sporting Spicit 

Now that the Olympic Games are 
virtually over, one begins to wonder 
whether after all these great competitive 
affairs encourage the best traditions of 
sport.

is a business rather than a sport. One 
member of the United States team was 
sent back to America shortly after her 
arrival in Germany simply because she is 
alleged to have indulged in a few cock- 
tails on board the liner on the way across, 
and other members also were suspended 
for some minor breaches of training orders. 
Now it seems that the great Jesse Owens, 
probably the fastest runner that the world 
ever has seen, has been suspended by the 
Amateur Athletic Union of America be- 
cause he did not go to Sweden to compete 
in some track events there. The big 
negro, who is at present in London, 
announces that he is “ mighty tired ” of 
running—as well he might be—and that 
all he wants now is to go home to Ohio, 
where he is studying at the local univer- 
sity. He does not appear to be greatly 
distressed by the Amateur Union's de- 
cision to suspend him, which he describes 
as “all haywire to me ”; but it means 
that he will not be allowed to run in 
competitive events until the ban against 
him is removed. All this kind of thing 
makes sport a farce. There is far too 
much of the commercial spirit about it, 
and the days are gone when men used to 
run and jump simply for the fun of the 
thing. They may not have run so quickly, 
or jumped so far; but they certainly 
enjoyed themselves; and what more 
ought to be expected from a sport? 
Everybody nowadays takes sport far too 
seriously. The spirit of sportsmanship is 
being sacrificed to efficiency, and the 
effect of the change is to be found in 
scenes such as those which attended the 
semi-final of the All-Ireland Hurling 
Championship at Roscrea on Sunday.

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The Times observes in a leading article 
to-day :—Correspondents with a long and 
intimate knowledge of the districts for 
which they speak continue to swell the 
volume of complaints of inadequate 
assistance coming from the special areas. 
It is a commonplace that the problem of 
the special areas would be solved if 
industries could be induced to go there, 
and. therefore, it is incumbent upon all 
authoritiee concerned with the problem to 
find out why they have not gone. This 
duty is the more urgent now that a large 
measure of industria] revival coincides 
with the necessity of reorganising the 
country upon the lines best suited to 
national defence. 

The list of possible obstacles to the 
transfer of industry, proceeds The Times, 
to the special areas shows that, broadly 
speaking, planning that would provide 
adequate inducements is a wider task than 
the Commissioner could undertake. It is a 
task for no authority less than the Govern 
ment. They alone can improve or 
influence the proper authorities to im- 
prove communications where necessary, 
they alone can say that, as part of the 
scheme of national defence, the magnificent 
and remote harbours of these districts 
shall revive 

Of course, they cannot revive the export 
coal trade, the decline in which in some 
areas is responsible for so much distress. 
Nor can they convert the miner sitting by 
some derelict pit in the twinkling of an 
eye into an engineer, a factory hand or 
an artisan, particularly if he is a man of 
middle age. But they can, and should, 
make a serious effort to restore the volume 
of industrial activity, even if its 
character must differ from that which was 
formerly established in these areas by the 
demand for coal. The advantages <f 
making these areas part of the industrial 
background of our system of national 
defence are too great to be disregarded. 
and both defence policy and social policy 
require that slow depopulation should not 
be accepted as a tolerable means of

Both conversations, it is understood, re- 
lated to the proposal for a neutrality pact 
concerning the Spanish civil war. 

It is thought that the visit of the British 
Chargé d’Affaires was an attempt to bring 
the Italian viewpoint into line with the 
French and the British view. 

It was officially stated this evening that 
Italy is animated by a sincére sense of 
collaboration and a desire to reach an 
accord in the matter of neutrality in 
Spain. What Italy wants, it is again re- 
peated here, is an absolute and universal 
neutrality. 

In authoritative circles it was declared 
this evening that this spirit is not being 
shown by the other nations that favour 
a non-intervention pact. The speech of 
the Vice-President of the French Chamber, 
M. Duclos, at Toulouse; the speech of the 
French Minister of the Interior, M. 
Salengro; and the visit of M. Jouhaux, 
the French Labour leader, to Spain, are 
cited as implying a definite taking of sides 
in the Spanish struggle.

NAZI PAPER EXPRESSES 
CONCERN 


A significant article discussing the 
problem of neutrality in the Spanish civil 
war was published in the Nazi organ, 
Angriff, yesterday, entitled: ‘* Can 
Murderers Have Reiuge?’’ 

““ International law,” it writes, ‘“‘ re- 
gards any attitude, for or against, as 
intervention. The Spanish civil war con- 
tains, however, situations in which the 
automatic application of such conceptions 
can become a violation of human 
principles. 

“There are civil wars in which 
political standards are at stake. But there 
are others in which an underworld is set 
free and rises up. Such a case confronts 
Spain to-day. 

“When the leaders slaughter their 
hostages in a beastly fashion and then 
escape over a neighbouring frontier, there 
should be no more talk of applying inter- 
national conceptions. It is much more a 
question of simply applying human 
principles, which should bring the per- 
petrators to the punishment that they 
merit. 

“ Political refugees always have thw 
right of refuge. Must murderers, 
massacrers also, enjoy such rights because 
they cover their deeds of blood with a 
dubious political pretext ?’’

SERIOUS FIRE IN 
DERRY 


MOTOR CARS AND R.A-F. 
EQUIPMENT DESTROYED 


From Our CoRrRESPONDENT. 
LONDONDERRY, Monday. 


Damage amounting to hundreds of 
pounds was caused to-night by an out- 
break of fire in the moulding shop and 
garage of Craig's Engineering Works, 
Strand road, Londonderry. When the 
Strand and Central Sections of the City 
Fire Brigade arrived it was found that the 
roof of the garage had already collapsed, 
and the flames were shooting forty feet in 
the air. 

In a few minutes flames burst through 
the roof of the moulding shop, and this 
roof also fell in, 

The Brigade concentrated on preventing 
the fire from spreading to the adjoining 
timber yard of Messrs. Sweeney and 
Large and the. coal shed of Messrs. 
Montgomery. Five jets from street 
hydrants were laid on, and hundreds of 
spectators watched the efforts of the 
Brigade, who were under Second Officer 
Treacher. | 

Close by the moulding shop, separated 
only by a narrow corridor, is the fitting 
shop of the foundry, the entire shell of 
which is wood, and the Brigade succeeded 
in preventing the flames from reaching it. 

In a remarkably short time the Brigade 
had the fire under control. 

Five or six motor cars which were 
buried in the débris, as well as a small 
amount oí Royal Air Force equipment for 
the seaplane base, were destroyed in the 
garage, and many mouldings in the fitting 
shop were ruined.

LESSONS OF RECENT 
OFFICIAL RETURNS 


-“

URING the month of June omnibuses 

which plied in the City and suburbs 
of Dublin covered 87,000: miles less than 
during June of 1935. but the number of 
assengers they carried increased by 
68,000, and the total fares collected were 
greater by £2,994. Interpreted in terms 
of yross earnings these figures, recently 
published by the Ministry of Industry and 
Commerce, are of vital interest to the 
shareholders in the Dublin United Tram- 
ways Company, and furnish valuable evi- 
dence of changes which must soon react on 
the whole organisation of Dublin’s street 
transport. In so far as they indicate in- 
creasingly profitable returns from omni- 
bus services they may. be assumed to re- 
move the first and most formidable 
obstacle to a radical review of the existing 
transport mechanism. 

If, as now seems to be evident, tramway 
directors and shareholders find that the 
omnibus has become, or 1s clearly destined 
to become, a more profitable means than 
the tramcar by which to earn net re- 
venues, the way will at once be open to 
such radical changes as will affect not 
merely the convenience oí passengers, but 
such directly consequential questions as 
rás © goxrnige the flow oí trafhc in 
congested areas, and the general conveni- 
ence and saíety oí pedestrians. When that 
point is reached we will, in fact, be faced 
with the necessity to grapple with new 
and dominant problems in city design, the 
wike solutions of which will demand town- 
planning experience and imagination of a 
very high order. How far then are we 
from such a point of departure? 


VEHICLE MILE EARNINGS 


Translated into terms of receipts in pro- 
portion to distances covered it is signifi- 
cant to learn that trainway company pro- 
prietors, on the basis of earnings per 
vehicle mile for June, 1935, and June, 
1936, respectively, may look forward to 
increased gross profits of no less than 
£50,000 to £60,000 from their omnibus 
services for the current year! Such figures 
are sufficiently surprising to require brief 
analysis. According to the official returns, 
the distances covered by city and suburban 
"buses during the month of Jane totalled 
1,294,000 miles, with receipts increased 
to 9.4 pence per vehicle mile, as compared 
with 8.3 pence in the corresponding month 
of 1935. 

This increase of one penny and a-tenth 
multiplied by 1,294,000 vehicle miles (the 
certified month’s mileage) amounted to 
the substantial aggregate improvement of 
£5,950; or, if repeated during other 
months, an improved revenue of more than 
£70,000 for the current year.

DOUBLE-DECK AND TROLLY 
/BUSES 


For some unaccountable reason there 
seems to be strange reluctance on the part 
of Dublin Tramway authorities (or is it on 
the part of the authorities at Government 
Buildings?) to introduce such still more 
economical methods as now enable the 
Great Southern Railways Company to 
obtain receipts of more than a shilling per 
vehicle-mile from: their. omnibus services 
in Cork City and suburbs. While there 
may be good reasons for retaining the 
single-leck type of vehicle for certain 
Dublin services the advantages of double- 
deck *buses on certain important routes 
would seem to be overwhelming, from the 
points of view of shareholders, passengers, 
and demands on street accommodaticn 
alike, 

Possibly, however, the explanation of 
such hesitation is to be found in the 
dificulty of deciding the major question 
of whether, and to what extent, the com- 
pany’s tramcars and oil-driven vehicles are 
to be replaced—and the interests of the 
Electricity Supply Board preserved—by 
the adoption of double-deck trolly ‘buses. 
Decision on that question, doubtless, 
presents many major considerations which 
lie outside the scope of this contribution. 
Yet the sooner such a decision is taken the 
sooner will it be possible for shareholders 
to forecast. the company’s future, the 
sooner will it be possible to review Dublin’s 
street transport problem as a whole, and 
the sooner, one believes, wil] the track- 
bound tramear cease to throttle traffic in 
the main arteries of the city.

JEWISH NURSES

During a determined attack to- 
night on the Jewish colony of Kiriath 
Anavim, near Jerusalem, one Jewish 
settler was seriously injured and two others 
were slightly hurt. 

A Jewess was killed in an attack on 
another settlement nearer the coast. * A 
Government hospital nurse, a Jewess, shot 
at Jaffa this evening while strolling 
with another nurse, has since died. Her 
companion had been killed on the snot. 

Early in the afternoon an Arab was 
found stabbed to death on the beach south 
of Jaffa. 

This morning a passenger, believed to 
be an Armenian, was killed, and five other 
passengers, including a British soldier, 
Private Sydney Gardiner, of the Cheshire 
Regiment, were wounded when shots were 
fired on a train from Jaffa as it was pass- 
ing through the Jewish settlement of Tel- 
aviv. - 

Stones were also thrown at the train. 

Private Gardiner received a slight bullet 
wound in the jaw. The firing on the train 
is thought to be an act of retaliation by 
Jews for the throwing of a bomb into a 
Jawish crowd which was standing yester- 
day beside the Tel-Aviv level crossing,

Police launches went out as soon as they 
received the ship s S.O.S., and fought a 
gallant battle against the elements in vain 
efforts to reach the wave-lashed crew. 

The Sunning (2,565 tons) is owned by 
the China Navigation Company, Ltd., 
registered in London. 

Shipping in Hong Kong harbour was 
warned of the approach of the typhoon last 
night and put out to ride the storm. The 
tephoon raged from Hong Kong to the 
Philippine Islands, leaving behind a trail 
of death and desolation. 

In Hong Kong the death-roll is believed 
to be about twenty, but this does not 
include the number of those lost at sea. 


HOUSES BLOWN DOWN 


The storm swept through the town with 
terrific force, lifting off rooftops, bodily 
uprooting large trees, and blowing down 
honses in the native districts. 

Three Chinese were killed and three 
sernously injured in a landslide which was 
reported to have buried a hundred persons. 

Reuter’s Correspondent, touring the 
desolated districts, came across the grisly 
sight of two Chinese, their bodies smashed 
to pieces by falling walls. The streets 
were strewn with uprooted. trees, tiles, 
masonry and other débris. 

At Canton, too, widespread damage was 
caused. Many houses collapsed, scores of 
sampans were wrecked, and the electric 
light aud power systems were put out of 
action. 3 

Besides the Sunning, further strandings 
in the typhoon are reported. The river 
vessel Hydrangea was piled up high and 
dry on the football pitch on Stonecutter’s 
Island. The yacht Shenandoah and the 
steamer Tjibadak (7,803 tons) dragged 
their anchors, and were driven ashore but 
were not damaged. 


FAMINE THREAT 


At least eleven poople were killed when 
the typhoon struck the north of Luzon 
Island, says a message from Manila. 
Houses and crops were destroyed, and 
famine is threatening the imbabitantz. 
Two ships, including the U.S. survey ship 
Fathomer, were driven aground.

SPANISH LINER DOCKS

CASTLE RAZED 


In 1235 we read that Maurice Fitzgerald, 
then Lord Lieutenant of Ireland, arrived in 
Lough Key with an expedition to subdue the 
place. The first assault failed, and Fitz- 
gerald sent his men to Ardcarne, a little 
town two miles away, and demolished the 
houses, using the wood thus obtained to ring 
the garrison round with fire until they were 
forced to capitulate. A short time later 
Cormac MacDermot’s soldiers recaptured the 
island and razed the castle to the ground 
lest it would attract hostile forces and fall 
into the hands of foreigners. The MacDer 
mots subsequently rebuilt the castle and 
fortified the island. 

One of the most romantic love stories. and 
songs in the annals of Connacht has its locale 
in the island. The song is the well-known 
“Una Bhan ”’ 


AN OLD ROMANCE 
The story, which is traditional, relates that 
the son of MacCostello, who was at war 
with. Charles MzcDermot then in possession 
of The Rock, fell in love with MacDermot's 
Leantiful daughter, Una. Young MacCostello 
went to The Rock under a flag of truce three 
times and asked for her father’s consent to 
the marriage. MacDermot refused, and Mac- 
Costello said that he would next come at the 
head of his tribe and take the beautiful Una 
by force. During the struggle which followed 
Una was locked in a room in the castle, where 
she became ill and died. She was buried in 
Trinity Island, on Lough Key, and young 


MacCostello frequently swam across to the 
island to visit the grave of his lost love, He, 


i too, was taken fatally ill, and sent a dying 


request to MacDermot to permit him to be 
huried Ly the side of Una. Moved by his 
devotion, the stern old chief consented. 
According to tradition, MacCostello’s grave 
was made alongside that of Una, and in time 
two trees grew up, one from each grave, and 
met in a perfect lover's knot over where the 
devoted couple lay united in death. There is 
still extant a famous letter, in Latin, written 
by the Chief of Clan MacDermot, from et 
Mic Diarmada to the leader of: the’ Englis 
forces in Boyle Abbey after the battle of The 
Curlieus, on 15th August, 1599. In this letter 
MacDermpt offers to exchange the decapitated 
body of Sir Conyers Clifford, who was killed 
in the battle, for captives from ihe Irish side.

MASS: EXECUTIONS 
BY REBELS 
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MEN TAKEN OUT OF 
HOSPITAL AND SHOT

BARCELONA, Monday. 

Some of the stories of atrocities on both 
sides in the Spanish civil war are unfor- 
tunately true. There seems to be this dis- 
tinction with regard to the methods of the 
respective parties—that, while the Govern- 
ment militia and sympathisers proceed 
against suspected Rovaliste and Fascists 
by a process of weeding out, the insurgents 
hold mass executions. 

A neutral visitor to the Saragossa front 
gav» the following instance, of which he 
was an eye-witness :-— 

A’ certain town had been captured by 
Government militia; who, seeing that the 
inhabitants were hostile, and considering 
their forces insufficient to withstand an 
attack, decided to withdraw. As they were 
on the point of leaving forty other militia- 
men arrived, and these were advised also 
to withdraw. 

Being fresh and full of enthusiasm, they 
ek ego the advice, and were left 

hind, Soon after the departure of their 
comrades their lorry was riddled by 
machine-gun fire, which killed five or six 
outright and wounded thirty. The others 
escaped. 

‘The thirty wounded were taken to a 
hospital, but soon some insurgent troops 
arrived, who took them all out of the 
i oe and shot them. 

fithin. a few. days the town was re- 
captured by the Government forces, who, 
as a reprisal, summarily executed twenty

The landing was preceded. by a severe 
aerial bombardment of Santa Maria, about 
84 miles from Palma, where the railways 
and highways from the eastern part of the 
island converge.

Insurgent forces at Puerto Cristo 
descended on the invaders and a sharp 
battle ensued, but the insurgents were 
dispersed by thg bombs of covering aero- 
planes and the attacks of Government 
militia. 

The landing parties arrived in destroyers 4 
and transports from the base at Mahon, 
on the Island of Minorca, just opposite. 
The landings were protected by the 
destroyers Almirante Miranda andj 
Almirante Antequera. 

Off-shoré stood the Transatlantic liner) 
Marques de Comillas, in service as a 
hospital ship. The latest reports state) 
that fourteen wounded and three dead 
militiamen were on board. 


ON TO THE CAPITAL 


The route from Puerto Cristo to Palma 
lies mainly through level country, the 
distance being about thirty miles. The 
invaders are now reported making for the 
capital via Cala Manacor, while additional 
troops are being landed from Mahon and 
Barcelona. 

Additional details received to-day state 
that the first disembarkation was effected 
about 9 o'clock yesterday morning at 
Puerto de Amer, the landing party con. 
sisting of marines from the Almirante 
Miranda. These were followed by militia- 
men. 

Three columns were immediately formed, 
that on the right being attacked by insur 
gents hidden in the fathous caves of the 
Drach, or the Dragon, at that point. The 
right column, which marched towards 
Arta, was likewise attacked by machine. 
guns and artillery on the fringe of that 
town. 

The troops now hold the low terrain 
hetween Puerto Colom and Capdepera, the 
first objective. The central] column is 
marching towards Manacor, the most im- 
portant town in that part of the island. 
The insurgents who were attacking the 
right column are reported entrenched in 
the hills around the bend ‘of Arta. 


OBITUARY 


CAPTAIN HARRY PEARSON 


Captain Harry Pearson, who was navigating 
officer of H.M.8, Calliope when she was 
trapped in the harbour at Apia, Samoa, by 
a tornado in 1889, died at Winchester yester- 
day, aged £4. He had been ill since June 13. 

It was on March 16, 1889, that the Calliope 
and an American and two German warships 
were trapped in Apia Bay when a violent 
hurricane struck the island. The Calliope 
was the only one of the four ships to reach 
the open sea.and safety. The other three 
were driven ashore and destroyed. In order 
to leave the harbour, the Calliope had to pass 
the United States warship Trenton, which 
almost blocked the fairway. The Calliope, 
however, made the passage, with only a few 
feet to spare Six warships were destroyed 
and 150 men lost their lives before the hurri- 
cane passed over. 

Last February it was announced that the 
steering wheel of the Calliope was to be pre- 
sented ta» the. Auckland War Memorial 
Museum by the Admiralty to commemorate 
one of the most difficult feats of seamanship 
ever attempted. 

Captain H. C. Kane was in command 
the Calliope, and he received the thanks 
the Admiralty for~his *‘ nerve and decision i 
determining to steam to sea in the teeth 
a hurricane which destroyed all the vess 
which remained at the anchorage he left,”

Speaking of Jesse Owens’s decision not to 
compete with other Americans at the Inter- 
national athletic meeting at Stockholm on 
Wednesday, Mr. Avery Brundage, the Presi- 
Se of the Americas Olympic Committee, 
said :— 

“The American Amateur Athletic Union 
has a rule that if an athlete does not turn 
up at a meeting at which he has promised 
to appear then he automatically suspends 
himself. In such an event, however, the 
athlete has the right to appear before the 
Registration Committee of the A.A.U. to put 
his case. 

“H the Committee finds that he had a 

reason for not appearing—that he was 
il, for instance—then the Committee may 
overrule the automatic suspension and re- 
instate the athlete. Owens has the right to 
state his case when he returns to America.” 

Owens intends to return to America to- 
morrow, and the American Athletic Union 
strongly disapproves of his absence from their 
team there after he had been selected, Mr. 
Dan Ferris, Secretary of the Ametican 
A.A.U., announces that Owens had auto- 
matically suspended himself by his refusal to 
go to Stockholm. 

Speaking in London yesterday, Owens said 
that he was “mighty tired of running,” 
and that he was anxious to get home to 
business. When he arrives in New York 
he will consider several offers that have been 
made to him to turn professional.

Petersen Forced to Retire in

S “modern history of heavy-weight boxing | 


were witnessed at Leicester Rugby Foot- 
ball Ground last night, when Ben Foord 
(South Africa), a former lifeguard on Durban 
bathing beach, won the British and Empire 
titles from Jack Petersen, of Cardiff, in the 
third round, after 8 minutes 45 seconds of 
hectic fighting. 

Punched helplessly. all over the ring, his 
face streammg with blood and his eyes 
staring, the holder was almost out when the 
referee, Mr, Moss Deyong, stopped the con- 
test after examining Petersen's face. 


NEW CHAMPION CHEERED 


This unexpectedly early end to an eagerly- 
awaited contest was followed b ande- 
monium. A crowd of 24,000 th dain 
the new champion, who, with his seconds, 
gave vent to a war whoop of delight and 
then stood radiantly triumphant in the centre 
of the rmg. 

In one corner stood the dethroned champion, 
dejected in the hour of defeat; but it was 
with a gallant smile that Petersen congratu- 
lated his successful rival. 

The huge crowd, despite the shortness of 
the fight, had their full measure of thrills, 
nearly all provided by Foord. The young 
South African’s impetuostty nearly led him. 
into disaster early in the first round, during 
which the champion shaped well. There was 
no withstanding the enterprise and energy of 
the challenger, however, and towards the end 
of the first round he began to set the pace 
with a hard right to Petersen’s eye and a left 
lo the jaw: 

From that pomt Foord, on his toes, was 
irresistible. He went for Petersen with right 
after right, and when he opened the cut above 
the champfon’s left eye just before the second 
bell the end was near. Early in the third 
round the champion was knocked down for 
a short count, and he rose groggily. 

Half-blinded by blood Petersen staggered 
round the ring, and when knocked down 
agam he rose with difficulty. Meanwhile 
Foord, anxious to finish the fight, could 
hardly be restrained by the referee, and when 
he did resume the attack it was to find Peter- 
sen despairingly covering-up on the ropes. A 
few seconds. later a remarkable contest was 
over. 


HARVEY NOT SURPRISED 


Len Harvey, former British heavy-weight 
champion, and the new match-maker for 
Wembley Stadium, said, ‘‘T am not surprised. 
Foord has improved considerably, and it was 
a great right punch that beat the champion.” 
Harvey said that. he had approached Foord 
hefore the contest with an offer for the South 
African to appear in a contest at Wembley 
during September. 

In his dressing room afterwards, Foord 
said, “I did not expect to win so early. but 
you krow how hard I worked in this fight. 
A: the end of the opening round I guessed 
I had the measure of Petersen.’’ Foord com- 
plained of an injured right hand, but his 
delight over his suecess did not make him 
worry too much over the injury.

BEGAN AS AN AMATEUR 
FIVE YEARS AGO 


The romantic story of Foord’s rise to fame 
began five years ago when he aged in his 
first contest as an amateur at the Seamen’s 
Home. Mr. Louis Walsh brought him to 
England a year later and secured matches 
for him with several prominent boxers. 

In March, 1934, Foord met Petersen, no 
title being involved, and the Welshman, who 
was then champion, won in the thirteenth 
round. Foord was then little more than a 
novice, and his easy victory yesterday shows 
how well he has developed not only in 
physical powers, but also in ringceraft. 

Foord Lm “3 to fight for the British 
Championship by a two years’ residence under 
a Board of Control rule. -A perfect specimen 
of manhood, he did not at first develop so 
quickly as expected and lost several contests 
before his 1ecent successes over Gains, Cook 
and Loughran placed him in line for a bout 
with Petersen. Not until he settled in 
Leicestershire has Foord taken his boxing 
seriously. He has been casual and would be 
the first to admit it, but in past months he 
has settled seriously to his professional boxing 
aver, and last night’s triumph was the 
result.
